Monday morning 25 employes of the street 
department who are engaged in cleaning 
the streets in the downtown district will 
appear in uniforms of white duck. The 
old block system which was in force some 
time ago will be revived and by April 1 
every street cleaner in the city. will be ar- 
rayed in a nice white uniform; 

In all the big cities in the’ Hast the street 
cleaners dress in white~an& the effect is 
pleasant. To see 100 men all in white sweep- 
ing the streets suggests cleanliness, and 
the white suits are more easily kept in or- 
der. The blue uniforms which were in use 
formerly got dirty soon and were hard to 
clean. he white suit can be washed like 
any other white garment, and the men al- 
wa present a neat appearance, 
ch man will be expected to buy two 
suits, so he will have two.changes a week. 
The uniforms can be wasted at home and 
a handy housewife can keep her husband 
ooking as if he had just stepped out of a 
band box. The coat will be shaped like a 

The cap will be of a light weight 

and will béar each man’s number. 
The two suits, including the cap, will 
cost each man $2.60. At this price the suits 
are much ceaper than the suits of blue. 
They will also last longer. 
After April 1 we expect to have at least 
100 men in white. Of course the number 
depends on the appropriation the assembly 
makes for the street department. It is 
right in line with the idea of a ‘‘new’”’ St. 
Louls to have the street cleaners in white, 
and I am sure St. Louis wants to be as 
metropolitan in appearance as Buffale, De- 
trolt, Cleveland and New York.

CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—A remarkable 
storm area has overspread the coun- 
try, with its center in this immediate 
section. The barometric pressure is 
less than any previous record and 
precipitation is quite general trom 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. Torren- 
tial rains have fallen in Mississippl, 
Alabama, Georgia and the South At- 
lantic states and light rains in the 
middie Atlantic states, the Ohio 
valley, the Mississippi valléy from 
Tennessee northward and on the Pa- 
cific coast and plateau’ region.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 28.—The great 
gorges in the Allegheny river are broken 
and the ice is sweeping down on this city. 
The first break occurred at Montrose about 
8:30 o'clock this morning, and an hour later 
the gorge near Sandy creek broke with a 
roar like that of heavy artillery and began 
to move slowly down the river. 

Reports at 10 o'clock were that the ice 
had sorged again at Montrose, Six-Mile 
ferry and Sharpsburg ans that it was still 
intact at Brilliant Statio 

t Montrose it is piled ‘30 feet high from 
inte to shore. The Freeport road is under 
two feet of water and all the houses along 
the road are partly submerged. Rope’s 
ferry was completely wrecked and two sand 
boats badly damaged. The lower sections 
of Verona and Cheswick are under water 
and many houses flooded. 

Caught in the swiftly moving ice packs 
were two steumboats, the D. T. Watson 
and the George Browdy, a crew of four. 
The Watson was reported from Montrose 
fighting her way against the heavy ice in 
the middle of the river. 

It is considered extremely doubtful wheth- 
er she will be able to survive. The Browdy 
is off the mouth of Sandy Creek In an ex- 
actly similar position. 

The residents of the river towns have 
been warned of the approaching ice, and 

ey have been made to flee to 
his er ground in the event of the ice gorg- 
ng again, causing the river to overflow. 
The water at this point has only risen 
about a foot since yesterday, and at IC 
o'clock the river was free of ice, the head 
of the gorge not having reached the city.

APPROPRIATION NOT STATED. 


AT LEAST $660,000 A YEAR FOR 
THREE OR FIVE YEARS. 


Congressman Joy Wires That Chair- 
man Burton of Rivers and Har- 
bors Says the Sum Will 
Be Satisfactory. 


Secretary W. F. Saunders of the Business 
Men’s League received a telegram Friday 
morning from Congressman Charles F. 
Joy giving assurance that a satisfactory 
appropriation will be made for the tmprove- 
ment of the Mississippi river between St. 
Louls and Cairo. 

Congressman Joy wired that he had seen 

Chairman Burton of the committee having 
in charge the rivers and harbors bill and 
that Mr. Burton had said the appropria- 
tion clause covering the St.’ Louis-Cairo 
district will make ample provision for the 
deepening of the channel. 
While Chairman Burton did not state, of 
course, the amount of the appropriation 
agreed upon in committee, it is learned 
from other sources that the sum will be as 
large, and probably larger than that named 
in the bill which passed the House and died 
in the Senate last year. 

That appropriation was $660,000 a year for 
three years. This year the St. Louis con- 
gressmen and committees from the Business 
Men’s League and the Merchants’ Ex- 
change have asked for $1,000,000 a year for 
five years, with an additicnal appropriation 
for the operation of dredge boats. 

Messrs. Joy and Bartholdt have urged 
this appropriation with persistence, and 
they have been ably seconded by Congress- 
men Vandiver, Cooney, Robb and other 
members of the Missouri delegation. 

Both Mr. Bartholdt and Mr. Joy are 
quoted as saying that they have every aa- 
surance that the appropriation will be at 
least $660,000 a year for three years, and 
possibly for five years, An additional sum 
of $60,000 to improve the lower harbor of St, 
Louis, Congressman Bartholdt says, will 
be ‘h the bill.
